Aruban Minister speaks at United 
Nations General Assembly 



For the first time an Aruban 
had the honor of addressing the 
United Nations General As¬ 
sembly held in New York some 
weeks ago. Minister of Health, 
Richard Visser, spoke of the 
Aruba Declaration on Obesity 
with its emphasis on childhood 
obesity. His presentation came 
as a direct result of the “Pan- 
American Conference on Obe¬ 
sity” (PACP) held in Aruba last 
June. During that June Confer¬ 
ence 22 countries signed a dec¬ 
laration dubbed, “Call for 
Action Against Obesity.” 

Minister Visser’s atten¬ 
dance and presentation at the 
UN meeting was a meeting 
which was held after 10 years 
of having organized a session 
on the topic of HIV/Aids. This 
year the topic of non-commu¬ 
nicable diseases was high on 
the agenda with discussions on 
cardiovascular, cancer, dia¬ 
betic, and chronic pulmonary 
diseases. These diseases are 
known to kill 3 out of every 5 
people worldwide and can 
cause grave socio-economic 
damage to countries, particu¬ 
larly developing countries. 

According to UN Secretary 
General, Ban Ki-Moon.. .’’The 
September Summit in New 
York is our chance to broker an 


international commitment that 
puts non-communicable dis¬ 
eases high on the development 
agenda where they belong.” 

Minister Visser, in his re¬ 
marks to the General Assem¬ 
bly said...”Mr. Chairman we 
look at this political declara¬ 
tion as an inspiring document 
for national and local policies, 
since the majority of actions 
should be focused on that 
level. I have indicated to you 
that we are in favor of a prag¬ 
matic approach, given the dif¬ 
ferences of prevalence in the 
different countries. Given the 
cultural aspects of the four risk 
factors, a tailor made approach 
is necessary. A one-size fits-all 


approach is of limited impact 
and value to our citizens.” 

The details of the document 
“Call for Action Against Obe¬ 
sity” signed in Aruba, was pre¬ 
sented and discussed together 
with world leaders who at¬ 
tended the UN General Assem¬ 
bly in New York. 

Visser concluded his pres¬ 
entation with the remarks... 
.’’Let me conclude Mr. Chair¬ 
man, by saying that only his¬ 
tory can judge us. We’d like to 
use the occasion on this high 
level meeting to not just sign 
another declaration, but to link 
it to the work at local and na¬ 
tional levels, where action 
needs to be undertaken.”

NEW YORK (AFP) - Rumors 
that American Airlines parent 
AMR Corp would file for 
bankruptcy protection sent the 
company’s stocks plummeting 
yesterday.

MIAMI (AFP) - The remains of former Venezuelan president 
Carlos Andres Perez were exhumed Monday from a temporary 
grave for transport back to the South American nation after a 
long legal battle, a family lawyer said. 

A wooden coffin draped with the Venezuelan flag was taken 
from the cemetery to a funeral home, said Alex Gonzalez, an 
attorney representing Perez’s widow Blanca Rodriguez, who 
lives in Caracas. 

The attorney said the remains were set to arrive today in the 
Venezuelan capital, noting the repatriation will "close a chapter 
for the family."

Health care looms large over 
US top court's term 



The US Supreme Court began 
a new term yesterday likely to 
decide a constitutional chal¬ 
lenge to President Barack 
Obama’s health care overhaul, 
a hot button issue just months 
before the 2012 elections. 

During the session which 
runs to late June, the nine jus¬ 
tices are expected to tackle a 
number of other cases on some 
of the most divisive issues in 
America, from immigration 
and affirmative action to gay 
marriage, free speech in the 
form of television profanity 
and the status of Jerusalem. 

The courtroom was packed 
for the first hearing on the right 
of patients and doctors to sue 
California after the cash- 
strapped state cut fees to 
providers without first getting 
approval from the federal 
agency that runs the Medicaid 
health care program for the 
poor. 

Ilya Shapiro, a court expert 
at the Cato Institute, described 
the sweeping health care re¬ 
form that Obama championed 
and signed into law in early 


2010 as the ’’elephant in the 
room," overshadowing all 
other cases. 

The health care legislation 
extended coverage to an extra 
32 million people and fulfilled 
decades of Democratic dreams 
of social reform, but was 
fiercely contested by Republi¬ 
cans. It has resurfaced as a 
prominent issue in the lead-up 
to the November 2012 presi¬ 
dential and congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

The Obama administration 
last week asked the court to 
rule on whether the law is con¬ 


stitutional, attacking an ap¬ 
peals court ruling in August 
that struck down a central pro¬ 
vision that would require all 
Americans to have health in¬ 
surance by 2014. 

The justices, confronted 
with contradictory lower court 
rulings, have received three 
other appeals, including one by 
a group of 26 US states seek¬ 
ing a complete overhaul of the 
law. 

In all likelihood, the court 
will hand down a decision in 
June. 


US sentences two more Somali pirates 
to life 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
court sentenced two more So¬ 
mali pirates to life in prison 
yesterday over the hijacking of 
a yacht off the coast of Africa 
in February that left four 
Americans on board dead. 

"A life sentence sends a 


strong message to anyone who 
chooses to engage in piracy 
against US interests that they 
will face severe conse¬ 
quences," US attorney Neil 
MacBride said after the sen¬ 
tencing in Norfolk, Virginia. 

Muhidin Salad Omar, 30, 


and Mahdi Jama Mohamed, 
estimated to be 23 or 24, be¬ 
came the third and fourth So¬ 
mali pirates to be sentenced to 
life in prison after pleading 
guilty over the fatal hijacking 
in May. 

Jean and Scott Adam, 
Christian missionaries from 
California, were sailing their 
Quest yacht around the world 
and planned to visit sites from 
India to Crete when they were 
hijacked by 19 men off the 
coast of Oman. 

Omar, who skippered the 
pirate skiff, and Mohamed 
both admitted to taking part in 
the hijacking but said they did 
not personally shoot or instruct 
anyone to shoot the hostages.

Immune system: In-house sentinels 
against disease 


PARIS, (AFP) - For centuries 
physicians believed that dis¬ 
eases were caused by an im¬ 
balance in the "four humours" 
— blood, phlegm, yellow bile 
and black bile. 

These notions were swept 
away in the 19th century by 
the advent of modern medi¬ 
cine. 

Bit by bit it laid bare a 
realm of microscopic warfare 
where the body’s complex — 
but also sometimes flawed - 
defence fought in close-quar¬ 
ter combat against germs and 
viruses. 

The 2011 Nobel Prize for 
Medicine was awarded to 
three scientists who have done 
more than anyone to lay bare 
the two-tier structure of the 
immune system. 

They are Bruce Beutler of 
the United States, Jules Hoff¬ 
mann, born in Luxembourg 
but a naturalised French citi¬ 
zen, and Ralph Steinman of 
Canada. 

Working separately, they 
discovered key secrets in "in¬ 
nate" immunity, our first-line 
response to pathogens, and its 
dovetailing with the second- 
line defence known as "adap¬

tive", or acquired, immunity. 

Their achievements are 
central to vaccine develop¬ 
ment, which depends on prim¬ 
ing the immune system to 
target pathogens, and to new 
treatments against cancer, a 
process in which tumorous 
cells proliferate unchecked. 

In a case with few parallels 
in medical history, Steinman 
harnessed this knowledge to 
design an experimental drug 
to treat his own pancreatic 
cancer, Rockefeller University 
in New York said on Monday. 

Steinman died on Friday at 


the age of 68, just three days 
before the Nobel announce¬ 
ment. But the drug extended 
his life by four years after di¬ 
agnosis, beating the odds for a 
disease where patients often 
die within months. 

The immune system can be 
described as an intricate and 
dynamic network of millions 
upon millions of cells, each 
with their speciality. 

Beutler and Hoffmann 
identified receptor proteins 
that trigger the molecular cas¬ 
cade which is the innate im¬ 
mune system.

In Chile desert, huge telescope 
begins galaxy probe

LLANO CHAJNANTOR, 
(AFP) - A powerful telescope 
affording a view of the uni¬ 
verse unmatched by most 
ground-based observatories 
gazed onto distant galaxies for 
the first time Monday from 
deep in Chile's Atacama 
desert. 

The Atacama Large Mil¬ 
limeter/submillimeter Array, a 
joint project between Canada, 
Chile, the European Union, 
Japan, Taiwan and the United 
States, officially opened for as¬ 
tronomers after a decade of 
planning and construction. 

The world's biggest astron¬ 
omy project, ALMA is de¬ 
scribed as the most powerful 
millimeter/submillimeter- 
wavelength telescope ever and 
the most complex ground- 
based observatory. 

The first images arrived at 
the mega-site in northern Chile 
from 12 of the 66 radio tele¬ 
scopes. 


ALMA differs from visi¬ 
ble-light and infrared tele¬ 
scopes by using an array of 
linked antennas acting as a 
single giant telescope, and de¬ 
tects much longer wavelengths 
than those of visible light, ren¬ 
dering images unlike most 
others of the cosmos. 

Although similar instru¬ 
ments are used in other loca¬ 
tions, ALMA's are 10 to 100 
times more powerful than oth¬ 
ers currently in operation, said 
ALMA scientist Lars Nyman. 

ALMA's location also pro¬ 
vides a unique advantage, be¬ 
cause of the extreme aridity of 
the Atacama and its altitude of 
5,000 meters (16,400 feet). It 
is in the same region as the 
European Extremely Large 
Telescope, due to begin oper¬ 
ation in 2018. 

The first images were of 
the Antennae Galaxies, a pair 
of colliding galaxies with dra¬ 
matically distorted shapes 
some 70 million light years 
away in the Corvus constella¬ 
tion. 

ALMA's view "reveals 
something that cannot be seen 
in visible light: the clouds of 


dense cold gas from which 
new stars form," according to 
ALMA. "This is the best sub¬ 
millimeter-wavelength image 
ever made of the Antennae 
Galaxies.” 

Images like "will be vital in 
helping us understand how 
galaxy collisions can trigger 
the birth of new stars,” said 
ALMA. 

One of the projects chosen 
for ALMA observations was 
that of David Wilner of the 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center 
for Astrophysics in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts. 

"My team hunts for the 
building blocks of solar sys¬ 
tems, and ALMA is uniquely 
equipped to spot them,” 
Wilner said. 

His target is AU Micro- 
scopii, a star 33 light years 
away that is only one percent 
of the age of the sun. 

Masami Ouchi of the Uni¬ 
versity of Tokyo will use 
ALMA to observe Himiko, a 
very distant galaxy churning 
out at least 100 suns' worth of 
stars every year and sur¬ 
rounded by a giant, bright neb¬ 
ula.

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Top bank regulator 
defuse bank reform 


ZURICH (AFP) - The head of 
the top international banking 
regulation body sought Mon¬ 
day to defuse industry criti¬ 
cisms of its new Basel III 
reforms, saying that the 
tougher rules will ultimately 
benefit banks. 

Mario Draghi, who chairs 
the Financial Stability Board, 
pointed to a study on the im¬ 
pact of the new rules on banks 
which found that it was "li¬ 
mited." 

"The macroeconomic im¬ 
pact of this capital surcharge 
per se is very limited on GDP 
growth and it is way out¬ 
weighed by the benefits that 
the system would reap from 
having stronger banks, espe¬ 
cially the bigger banks," 
Draghi said after an FSB mee¬ 
ting. 

Basel III requires banks to 
raise their high-quality, easily 
accessible, core common eq¬ 
uity to 7.0 percent of total as¬ 
sets from the current 2.0 
percent. 

In addition, to address the 
issue of systemic importance, 
regulators are asking 28 of the 
world's biggest banks to set 
aside 1.0 to 2.5 percentage 


points more in Tier 1 capital. 

If these large banks were to 
increase their size substan¬ 
tially, they would be required 
to set aside a further 1.0 per¬ 
centage point. 

The measures were ap¬ 
proved at yesterday's FSB 
meeting and will be presented 
to November's G20 summit in 
Cannes, France. 

However, some in the bank¬ 
ing industry fear that the new 
capital rules will hit profits 
since they will force the len¬ 
ders to hold more money in re¬ 
serve rather than put it to work. 

JP Morgan Chase chief exe¬ 
cutive Jamie Dimon called the 
new rules "anti-American" in 
an interview with Financial 
Times. 

"I'm very close to thinking 
the United States shouldn't be 
in Basel anymore," Dimon 
said. 

"I would not have agreed to 
rules that are blatantly anti- 
American," he said. "Our re¬ 
gulators should go there and 
say: 'If it's not in the interests 
of the United States, we're not 
doing it.'" 

Draghi also noted that the 
interbank market — where

European stocks fall on Greece 
deficits, euro slumps 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stocks closed down but off 
their early lows yesterday 
while the euro dropped to le¬ 
vels last seen in January after 
Greece said it would miss 
deficit targets this year and 
next, putting even more pres¬ 
sure on the eurozone. 

European markets chalked 
up heavy falls, in line with 
Asian trade, on the first trading 
day of the fourth quarter after 
Greece said the 2011 budget 
deficit would come in at 8.5 
percent of GDP, well short of 
its 7.4 percent target. 

"It's a hard return to reality 
after the lull markets enjoyed 
last week in the wake of the 
German vote on the European 
rescue fund," Renaud Murail 
of Barclays Bourse in Paris 
said. 

Wall Street, having fallen 
sharply on Friday, posted mo¬ 
dest losses yesterday as traders 
welcomed data showing that 
the US manufacturing sector is 
in better shape than previously 
thought. 

"Things are looking rela¬ 
tively better on Wall Street 
today but that isn't to say they 
are looking good," Patrick 
O'Hare ofBriefmg.com said. 

At close, London's FTSE- 
100 index of leading shares 
was down 1.03 percent to 
5,075.50 points. In Frankfurt, 
the DAX fell 2.28 percent to 
5,376.78 points and in Paris 
the CAC-40 shed 1.85 percent 
to 2,926.83 points. 

Elsewhere in Europe 
Madrid lost 2.26 percent, 
Milan 1.31 percent, Amster¬ 
dam 1.62 percent and Brussels 
1.62 percent with shares in 
Dexia bank tumbling more 
than 10 percent after ratings 
agency Moody's warned on the 
bank's access to funds. 



In afternoon trade on Wall 
Street, the Dow Jones Indus¬ 
trial Average was down 0.10 
percent while the S&P 500 
rose 0.33 percent and the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq added 0.52 per¬ 
cent to 2,401.19. 

The euro struck $1.3238 — 
the lowest point since January 
— just as a meeting of eurozone 
finance ministers began in 
Luxembourg to review the si¬ 
tuation in Greece. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency later recovered slightly 
to stand at $ 1.3260, down from 
$1.3390 in New York late Fri¬ 
day. 

The euro hit a 10-year low 
at 101.71 yen from 103.27 yen 
on Friday. The dollar dropped 
to 76.70 yen from 77.11 yen. 

"We've begun the fourth 
quarter in much the same way 
as we ended the third. Euro¬ 
pean equities were under pres¬ 
sure from the open after falls in 
Asian Pacific markets over¬ 
night ... following news that 
Greece will miss yet another 
deficit target," said analyst 
David Morrison at GFT trad¬ 
ing group. 

"Although the major stock 
indices have managed to 
bounce off lower levels, they 
look vulnerable to further sell¬ 
ing. Europe's leaders have no 


good choices and continue to 
pretend that their problems 
will eventually be solved by 
stronger growth alone," he told 
AFP. 

The acknowledgement by 
Greece on Sunday that it 
would miss its deficit targets 
raised further uncertainty over 
whether its latest cuts would 
be enough for it to secure the 
next tranche of its multi-bil¬ 
lion euro bailout. Athens needs 
the payment to avoid bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

In the US, a purchasing 
managers index from the Insti¬ 
tute of Supply Management 
showed a surprise rise indica¬ 
ting expansion in the manufac¬ 
turing sector for August, the 
26th consecutive month. 

Asian stocks plunged yes¬ 
terday, with Hong Kong clos¬ 
ing down 4.38 percent, Tokyo 
dropping 1.78 percent and 
Sydney shedding 2.78 percent. 

World stock markets en¬ 
dured their worst quarterly 
losses since the 2008 financial 
crisis in the three months to 
September as investors 
dumped equities for safer as¬ 
sets on worries over a global 
recession.

TOKYO (AFP) - American 
number one Mardy Fish had

to dig deep before beating 
promising compatriot Ryan 
Harrison to reach the second 
round at the Japan Open on 
Monday. 

The fourth-seeded Fish, 
who was 0-2 down in the first 
two sets, finally pulled 
through 6-4, 3-6, 7-5 against 
the up-and-coming 19-year- 
old. 

"It was very close. He 
played well, I played well, so 
it was a very good match. I 
was lucky to win today. Any¬ 
body can win today," said a 
relieved Fish, who was on 
centre court for two hours 44 
minutes. 

"You don't want to lose to 
those (young) guys, but he is 


a very good player, he is 
going to be a very good 
player in the next 10 years, 
for sure, and he has a lot of 
wins ahead of him." 

Fish broke back in the 
fifth game of the deciding set 
thanks to Harrison's double 
fault on a break point and 
then moved up to 6-5 with an¬ 
other break. 

Fish squandered two 
match points, but made no 
mistake at the third attempt, 
firing a forehand shot down 
the line for a clean winner. 

Ranked eighth in the 
world against Harrison's 80th, 
Fish will take on either 
Ernests Gulbis of Latvia or 
Lukasz Kubot of Poland in 
the second round. 

Seventh seed Radek 
Stepanek of the Czech Re¬ 
public, who reached the semi¬ 
finals last year in Tokyo, had 
no problem, beating Somdev 
Devvarman of India 6-4, 6-3. 

Qualifier Matthew Ebden 
of Australia edged past 
Spain's Pablo Andujar 6-7 
(4/7), 6-4, 6-4. 

Top-seeded defending 
champion Rafael Nadal of 
Spain will make his eagerly 
awaited appearance on Tues¬ 
day. 


PARIS, (AFP) - France suf¬ 
fered a double blow on Mon¬ 
day ahead of two crucial Euro 
2012 qualifiers as midfielders 
Franck Ribery and Blaise Ma- 
tuidi were ruled out of both 
matches because of injury. 

The duo will miss the Euro 
2000 champions' final two 
qualifiers against Albania on 
Friday and the potential table¬ 
topping decider against 
Bosnia-Herzegovina next 
Tuesday. 

Ribery has injuries to both 
calves while Matuidi has a left 
thigh injury which were con¬ 
firmed by scans on Monday. 

They join Real Madrid 
striker Karim Benzema, who 
was also ruled out on Monday 


with a groin injury. 

Arsenal defender Bacary 
Sagna had already been forced 
to withdraw with a broken leg 
he suffered in Sunday's Pre¬ 
mier League defeat by Spurs - 
he was replaced by Mathieu 
Debuchy. 

France coach Laurent Blanc 
has yet to decide whether to 
call up replacements for 
Ribery, Matuidi and Benzema.

Dodgers bid to examine 
Selig-MLB dealings

MILWAUKEE, (AFP) - The 
Milwaukee Brewers scored 
five runs in the sixth inning to 
beat Arizona 9-4 on Sunday 
and take a two-games-to-none 
grip on their Major League 
Baseball playoff series. 

In Philadelphia, the Cardi¬ 
nals ensured the Phillies didn't 
get a similar stranglehold on 
the other best-of-five National 
League first-round series as 
they rallied for a 5-4 victory 
that knotted the series at one 
game apiece. 

Milwaukee's Ryan Braun 
hit a two-run home run and 
slugger Prince Fielder singled 
in a run for the Brewers, who 
are now one win away from 
taking the first-round series. 

Jonathan Lucroy's safety 
squeeze sparked Milwaukee's 
sixth-inning outburst, which 
came after Arizona relief 
pitcher Brad Ziegler was irked 
by a balk call. 


With the score 4-4 and run¬ 
ners at first and third with one 
out, Jerry Hairston took off 
from third for home as Lucroy 
bunted toward first base. 

Ziegler couldn't get the ball 
to catcher Miguel Montero, 
and by the time the inning 
ended, Milwaukee led 9-4. 

Lucroy and Yuniesky Be¬ 
tancourt both advanced on 
Ziegler's wild throw. After 
Mark Kotsay was intention¬ 
ally walked to load the bases, 
Corey Hart singled in a run. 

Nyjer Morgan drove in two 
more with a single and Braun 

— who had homered in the first 

— singled in one more to end 
Ziegler's day. 

Brewers starter Zack 
Greinke struggled in his first 
post-season appearance, giv¬ 
ing up three home runs. 

But his woes did not pre¬ 
vent the Brewers from taking 
the first 2-0 playoff series lead 


in club history. 

They will try to complete 
the sweep in game three on 
Tuesday at Arizona. 

The Diamondbacks had 
home runs from Paul Gold¬ 
schmidt in the second, Chris 
Young in the fourth and Justin 
Upton in the fifth. 

The Phillies don't face 
quite such a big task as they 
head to St. Louis for game 
three. 

But they'll have to rebound 
from a defeat in which ace 
pitcher Cliff Lee allowed five 
runs on a season-high 12 hits 
as the Phillies squandered a 
four-run lead. 

The Cardinals scratched 
their way back, and took the 
lead in the seventh when Allen 
Craig led off with a triple off 
center fielder Shane Vic- 
torino's glove. 

St. Louis slugger Albert 
Pujols then lined a single over 
shortstop Jimmy Rollins to 
give the Cardinals a 5-4 lead. 

The Cardinals had tied it up 
in the sixth, when Ryan The¬ 
riot smacked a two-out double 
and Jon Jay followed with a 
single that scored Theriot to 
make it 4-4. 

St. Louis started their rally 
with three runs in the fourth 
inning. 

While Cardinals starting 
pitcher Chris Carpenter strug¬ 
gled, six St. Louis relievers 
combined for six shutout in¬ 
nings as the unlikely wild card 
team earned the split of the 
first two games. 


DOVER,(AFP) - Los Angeles 
Dodgers lawyers pressed a 
bankruptcy judge on Monday 
for permission to explore 
Major League Baseball com¬ 
missioner Bud Selig's relation¬ 
ship with other clubs. 

Judge Kevin Gross, who 
plans to start hearing the bank¬ 
ruptcy case October 31, has 
said he will limit the issue to 
the Dodgers' relationship with 
Major League Baseball and 
Selig, who has pushed for a 
sale of the Dodgers. 

Gross has ruled the league 
does not have to provide the 
Dodgers' attorneys with infor¬ 
mation, but the lawyers in 
court filings on Monday said 
that limitation will hurt their 
ability to prove Selig has not 
used good faith in dealing with 
the Dodgers.s called for 
Wednesday to hear both sides 
on the matter. 

"Evidence that the commis¬ 
sioner is applying a different 
set of rules for LAD than has 
been his prior practice in deal¬ 


ing with other parties to the 
baseball agreements is clearly 
probative of the commis¬ 
sioner's lack of good faith and 
fair dealing, particularly when 
those other parties have sought 
approval of comparable trans¬ 
actions," the Dodgers attorneys 
wrote. 

The Dodgers want court ap¬ 
proval to auction future televi¬ 
sion rights, saying the income 
is the best way out of bank¬ 
ruptcy for the team and owner 
Frank McCourt, who is in the 
midst of a divorce. 

A settlement in the divorce 
case had been made, contin¬ 
gent upon income from the TV 
rights deal, but the plan was 
nixed by Selig, saying it would 
deny the Dodgers vital re¬ 
sources, namely the TV rights 
income to invest in the club. 

Major League Baseball has 
put forward its own reorgani¬ 
zation plan, which would force 
McCourt to sell the Dodgers. 
The league is providing fund¬ 
ing for the club during bank¬ 
ruptcy.

Brazil president holds 
positive talks with FIFA 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff had 
a "positive meeting" with 
FIFA general secretary Jerome 
Valcke on Monday to discuss 
the 2014 World Cup, Brazil's 
Sports Minister Orlando Silva 
said. 

The meeting was organised 
at the behest of Brazilian au¬ 
thorities due to disagreements 
about a bill submitted for ap¬ 
proval by the Brazilian Con¬ 
gress on September 19. 

The bill seeks to limit 
FIFA's control over image 
rights for the 2013 Confeder¬ 
ations Cup and the 2014 
World Cup, both of which will 
take place in Brazil. 

Valcke said that both sides 
were commited to ensuring 


that work progressed on 
schedule to ensure the best 
tournament possible. 

"We never said that if 
Brazil didn't do this or that the 
World Cup wouldn't take 
place in Brazil," the FIFA sec¬ 
retary general said Monday. 

"Either we work together 
and we arrive at a situation 
where everyone is a winner or 
we don't work together and 
we're all losers." 

The Brazilian government 
gave their commitment mid- 
September that nine of the 12 
World Cup stadiums would be 
ready by December 2012. 

Rousseff arrived in Brus¬ 
sels on Sunday to begin a visit 
that will include an EU-Brazil 
summit focusing on the euro¬ 
zone crisis.
